School Report. 


In compliance with the law the Board of Education 
respectfully submits the following report: 

Since the adoption of the supervisory system the 
duty of making an extended report of our schools has 
rightfully devolved upon the superintendent, and we do 
not wish to encroach upon that right in the least, by pre- 
facing the report of the year ending Feb. 15, 1905, with 
a few remarks. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the services 
of Mr. Benedict, who has labored so faithfully among us 
during the past three anda half years, in bringing our 
schools up to the present high standard which they have 
attained, and we think we must voice the sentiment of 
every intelligent citizen of the town when we add that 
it is our desire to continue the work in the same thorough 
and systematic manner in which it has been so ably car- 
ried on under his supervision. We feel confident that in 
’ the selection of Mr. Merrill, who has been chosen to fill 
the vacancy caused by Mr. Benedict’s resignation, we 
shall not be disappointed in this respect. 

In these days of free schools and free text books it 
is possible for every boy and girl to obtain a good edu- 
cation, and the legislators of our state have manifested 
their interest in the child’s welfare by causing to be 
placed upon our statute books the following law, which 
should be read and given serious consideration by parents 
who have shown an inclination to deprive their children 
of this inestimable privilege: / 

‘‘Kivery person having the custody and control of a 
child between the ages of eight and fourteen years, or of 
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a child under the age of sixteen years, who cannot read 
at sight and write legibly simple sentences in the Eng- 
lish language, residing ina school district in which a 
public school is annually taught, shall cause such child 
to attend the public school all the time such school is in 
session, unless the child shall be excused by the school 
board of the district because his physical or mental con- 
dition is such as to prevent his attendance at school for 
the period required, or because he was instructed in the 
English language ina private school approved by the 
school board, for a number of weeks equal to that in 
which the public school was in session in the common 
English branches, or, having acquired those branches, 
in other more advanced studies. Any person who does 
not comply with the requirements of this section shall be 
fined ten dollars for the first offense and twenty dollars 
for every subsequent offense, for the use of the district.”

In reviewing the work of the schools from a distance 
and ata time when my judgment cannot be biased by 
any personal motives, nor its full expression curtailed 
thereby, I find many things that I would like to say 
that must remain unspoken, for time and space will per- 
mit me to touch upon only those matters which are, to my 
mind, of the greatest importance, and invite a discussion 
which shall be retrospective only in such degree as the 
future welfare of the schools seems to demand. 

During the year you have maintained five rural 
schools, three for two twelve week terms, and two for 
three ten week terms. The average attendance in three 
of these schools has been less than six. One other school 
has averaged something like eight. The pupils of the 
three smallest schools can be easily transported to the 
village. ‘Those of Jenness Pond are too remote for such 
consideration, and the South Pittsfield section now has 
too many pupils to warrant closing that school. 

Much dissatisfaction has been expressed because 
these rural pupils have not received as many weeks of 
instruction as the children of the village. Financially 
each child has received his quota but that is not the 
principle of democracy. Ido not wish, however, to dis- 
cuss democracy nor the financial side of the question, but 
I do wish to speak concerning it from an educational 
standpoint, and I feel that I am in possession of informa- 
tion that gives me power to do so more intelligently than 
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any other person connected with the schools, and far 
more definitely than Ihave been qualified to do nereto- 
fore. 

Competition is the life of all business. It is the life 
of a school when properly directed. A class containing 
only one pupil isa most difficult proposition. It takes a 
stronger teacher to secure living, enthusiastic mental 
action under such conditions than ina larger class. A 
child thus trained becomes indifferent. The teacher uses 
more energy than she would with a larger class and in 
her conscientious determination to make the work a suc- 
cess becomes a chronic fault-finding transgressor, or else 
decides that the pupil is stupid, or too self-willed to be 
taught and so gives up the fight, does what she can and 
draws her salary. Pupils who meet no competition in 
their school life develop eccentricities that must be tem- 
pered at sometime. Neither society nor business will en- 
dure them and they are more easily pruned in early life. 
My point is, then, that the work is not of the best in the 
smaller schools for the reason that competition is a tonic 
for mental activity, both for teacher and pupil. 

It is argued by parents that their children will learn 
more of the vulgarities of the mind at the central school. 
My experience is that there is more danger for them at 
the rural school than ina larger institution. Some of 
the most disagreeable things that can ever take place 
have occurred in rural schools; yes, have happened in 
this very community and have had to be met by myself 
and some of Pittsfield’s fairest daughters. 

It is argued that because some of our brightest 
pupils have been trained in these small schools that the 
instruction must be good. ‘This is fallacious. It is the 
simple habits of rural folk, the household cares: and 
duties, the work and association with animals, the out- 
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door life that give tone to the nerve forces and activity 
to the mind. The dull work of the school has but little 
to do with it. These bright boys and girls would be far 
better developed in the midst of competition with the 
same home life. 

It is a noteworthy fact that there are a few pupils in 
town who are attending the village school that should be 
in the smallerschools. ‘They come to the village through 
preference, after having tried the work for the winter 
term. ‘These pupils are freest from illnesses and are not 
absent more frequently than those nearby. 

Since you must employ inexperienced teachers, or 
those of mediocre ability, in these schools, since you 
must have fewer weeks unless more money is appropri- 
ated, or depreciate the central work if the school year is 
adjusted so as to be equalized, since there is and can be 
no competitive work in a school of six pupils, I am con- 
vinced that the children will be better and stronger men 
and women should they be given transportation to the 
village school and a matron employed to look after these 
children, and those who are now left locked into the build- 
ing for an hour each school day, a condition inviting a 
disaster. 

The work of the rural schools has been the best this 
year than it has been since I have known, it. It ap- 
proaches that of the grades in quality. In those schools 
where only twenty-four weeks have been maintained, I 
find that below the fifth grade there is not much loss be- 
cause of the difference in school year, but in the upper 
classes the pupils cannot accomplish all that 1s needed to 
approximate the grade work. You have maintained 
three village schools for thirty-three weeks and three for 
thirty. This is a fitting proportion. The older chil- 
dren need more time than the smaller ones. All could 
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well employ three more weeks to advantage. 

The lengthening of the year has been much dis- 
cussed. Considering the financial status of the town it 
looks as if the present number of weeks is all that the 
tax payers can well support. If this-be true then let the 
efforts to improve the school system be devoted to mak- 
ing this number of weeks as valuable to the children as 
vigorous instruction by strong teachers, furnished with 
all the materials needed, can bring them. Teachers can 
accomplish more in a short year with good working tools 
than they can ina longer year, laboring with worn out 
books and scant class furnishings. 

During the last school year half of Miss Bradley's 
time was devoted to the Grammar School English. This 
arrangement proved very satisfactory both to the work 
there and at the High. Not only were the two upper 
rooms relieved thereby but the lower rooms also since 
classes were sent upstairs. The lack of this instruction 
is felt keenly in the lower grades this year as well as the 
painstaking, vigorous work such a plan afforded the 
English courses of the four upper grades. Further em- 
ployment of some one to assist in this line at the Gram- 
mar will do more for the schools than added weeks. 

The grades and rural schools need to be equipped for 
more and better work in music and drawing. Special 
teachers in these branches cannot be even hoped for. 
Regular teachers can do much under a superintendent in 
these branches if the needed materials are supplied. 

The work of the grades has improved steadily as we 
have been able to classify the pupils more carefully. 
Pupils should be worked in classes according to ability 
and without reference to years, wishes of children, or 
whims of parents. The discouragement that follows a 
failure to secure promotion, justly withheld, is not com- 
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parable to the benumbing humiliating results attendant 
upon an attempt to lift day after day a mental weight 
that is much too heavy. This retards mental growth as 
much as constant strain to an overworked muscle brings 
dissolution of power. I believe ita great sin to allow 
such work for it wrongs the child, the teacher, the school, 
the community. I plead guilty to several instances and 
I regret it. The parents should assist the teachers in 
this matter and make the best classification as agreeable 
as possible for the children. The Batavia system tends 
to do away with this difficulty by furnishing a teacher to 
give especial drill to those needing it because of absence 
or other cause, or by devoting a part of the recitation 
period to systematic individual instruction. With the 
former your children cannot be favored but the latter can 
be done. All school work should and can be a pleasure 
to children and every effort should be made to make it so. 

The grade instruction has been carried on much as 
in past years. Noradical changes in the courses or text 
books have been made. The burden of the work of su- 
pervision has been to perfect the system as conceived 
three and a half years ago. The results have been satis- 
factory for the children are doing work in the different 
grades that could not have been attempted two years ago 
and all the work shows that the children regard it as 
something closely related to their every day life and con- 
sequently handle the problems and tasks set them more 
intelligently than heretofore. 

The High school opened this fall under somewhat 
different conditions than last year. Only three teachers 
were employed. The school graduated a class of twenty 
in June. There were several who dropped out for va- 
rious reasons, and the entering class was unusually small. 
Mr. Denison and Miss Watts no longer presided at 
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their desks. But under the efficient management of 
Principal Page the school soon settled down to business 
with Miss Bradley and Miss Manuel as assistants. The 
work of this year has been a pleasure and satisfaction to 
us all, profitable to pupils, and should be a matter of 
pride to the citizens of Pittsfield. The good work can 
go on and improve only asthe work of the grades be- 
comes stronger. 

The English courses have been far from satisfactory 
because of the limited preparation in the grades and the 
lack of inclination, on the part of the pupils, to study 
English as other subjects. Under Miss Bradley’s ef- 
ficient instruction the work gradually improved last year 
and it is well on toward a good standard this year. This 
improvement has not been accomplished without much 
hard labor on the part of the teacher and considerable 
hardship for the pupils. 

The teachers and the school system were under very 
severe criticism last spring for the refusal to grant any. 
of the graduates college entrance certificates. For three 
years Mr. Page and myself had many anxious conferences 
over the prospect and the decision was not reached until 
we were convinced that the welfare of the school and the 
good of the individuals concerned demanded that such a 
course should be taken. Mr. Page could not conscien- 
tiously sign them. 

Thirty-five pupils entered to form this class, some of 
whom were too young to doa full year’s work, others 
were not nearly prepared for such work. Thirty-three 
of these pupils entered the Latin class, a large proportion 
not only to make a failure of the work, but also to hinder 
those who could have accomplished it. Several of these 
pupils were woefully lacking in mathematical training, 
and an attempt to meet the full requirement in this sub- 
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ject ended in failure for some and partial failure for all. 
The teaching force could not at any time arrange so as to 
divide this large class to meet these conditions so the 
battle went on. Those teachers who were succeeded by 
my administration were unjustly criticised and the poor 
children have found the work, that should have been a 
pleasure, a burden and in some ways a disappointment. 

But all this isa thing of the past. This year will 
see those of last year’s class who have made the effort 
fully equipped for college, as well as those who have de- 
sired to take this course in the present senior class. It is 
to be hoped that no pupils nor teachers will ever again be 
called upon to face another such condition. 

Since Greek is likely to be dropped from the course 
of study it will become necessary to strengthen the 
courses in science. Physics is the only one offered at 
present. More apparatus anda more convenient arrange- 
ment for experimental work is much needed. Apparatus, 
so that some work in chemistry can be given, should be 
added. , One very good reason for such a change is that, 
by so doing, the courses can be made more profitable to 
those who do not prepare for college. The school can- 
not give a full business course with less than four teach- 
ers and still fit for college. The voters of the town must 
decide which shall be sacrificed. My experience teaches 
that the college preparatory should stand with more 
stress upon the sciences. 

The question of supervision in this District is one 
that is likely to be discussed in Pittsfield, this spring, 
with some intensity. As I understand the feeling in the 
other towns of the District there will be no disputation, 
for it is considered necessary to the best good of the 
schools. I know the necessity that will provoke the dis- 
cussion, but I sincerely hope that no one will revile the 


system who has not a knowledge of the needs of the 
schools of today. 

It has been my pleasure to do considerable more 
work in the District than is called for here and fora 
much less salary than lam now receiving, and I have 
gladly done so, that the system of supervision might 
prove a success. I believe it has. 

Since my term of service began there has been a 
steady, healthful growth in the work. The schools are 
now working under a systematic direction which over- 
looks the whole school life and points toward activities 
in after years. This improvement could have been se- 
cured as well by any one else, and perhaps far better. 
It is the system and not myself that has done the work. 
Supervision holds the teachers and children responsible 
for advancement every week. It unifies the work. It 
calls for thorough instruction. It tends to correct faults 
in teachers, for all have them. It brings the right ma- 
terial to the teacher and class at the right time. It can 
give the schools drawing and music. It has and is doing 
these things, and I believe that, with the money ex- 
pended for educational purposes, Pittsfield cannot afford 
to dispense with it. Every other business, to be success- 
ful, requires a responsible person to direct all its 
branches. <A superintendent is to a school system what 
a manager is to other lines of labor; he stands, also, in 
a relation similar to that which a traveling salesman 
holds toward a business, bringing the thoughts and life 
of other workers to his teachers. 

I wish to say to the citizens that the Board is much 
cramped for funds; that the affairs of the School District 
have been administered with a view always toward econ- 
omy; that the teachers are prudent in their use of ma- 
terial and patient, almost to a fault, in making the best 
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of everything; that the students are not always furnished 
with wholesome books, because of lack of funds; that there 
has been an unusual demand this year for money to repair 
the furnaces which have been in use some fifteen years; 
that through the efforts of the Board, and especially of 
Mr. Nutter, the furnaces have been put into good and 
permanent condition for a sum some hundreds of dollars 
less than at first seemed possible; that it is a matter of 
economy to build a wood shed at the Grammar building; 
that it is also a matter of economy to lay out some money 
on the Grammar building for paint and other repairs 
that the building may be preserved. 

It is impossible to measure the value of a teacher’s 
work. But it is safe tosay that a teacher has reached 
the limit of usefulness when she fails to grow—ceases to 
study and improve or falls into ruts. You have full in- 
formation in regard to your teachers and hold an opinion 
as to the value of each one.. 

It has been a grief to some of your teachers that cer- 
tain kinds of criticism have been showered upon them. 
All educators invite wholesome criticism, but there isa 
form of gossip which goes the rounds in some places 
which is very demoralizing to the work of individual 
pupils and brings unnecessary hardship upon teachers. 
Children will distort things, sometimes intentionally, 
but more frequently because of the lack of understanding. 
Parents who invite or allow such gossip from their chil- 
dren are injuring their own ; outsiders who invite such 
gossip also make mischief. If a parent or anyone else 
has cause to believe there is neglect or other evil in the 
school he should make it a point to visit that school and 
teacher until the truth is ascertained. A plea that one 
has not the time is no excuse from this duty. Poor work 
from a bright boy, means that he is antagonized toward 
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the teacher and the fault is usually at home. The best 
teachers are most often severely criticised. The poorest 
teacher I have found in this District has never been crit- 
icised adversely by parents. Children are not good 
judges of teachers. 

Two of our most promising pupils have gone to 
their long home. Lucien Drake Edgerly was a boy of 
rare promise. Augusta French Maxfield was a girl of 
worth. It is unusual for a community of this size to 
mourn the loss of two such young people in so brief a 
period of time. Only those to whom such loss has come 
are qualified to extend the hand of sympathy to the fam- 
ily friends. Others cannot fully understand the grief. 

I wish to thank all for the support given me during 
my sojourn with you. I trust that those children, in 
whom my whole interest has been centered during these 
years, will develop into men and women that will make 
a joy to their parents and an honor to the town of their 
nativity. I trust that they will be loyal to the future 
public school.

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REPORT OF SUPT. L. O. MERRILL. 


To THE ScHooL COMMITTEE: 

I have the honor to present, herewith, my first re- 
port; a part of the fourth annual report since the adop- 
tion of school supervision, as Superintendent of Schools. 

You will note that the schools, so far as the table of 
statistics is concerned, began January 1, 1904, and ended 
January 1, 1905. Two indicates the winter term, three 
the spring, and one the fall. Also, in columns designated 
as ‘Salary per month,” (four weeks fora month) and 
“*Average No. Pupils,” fractional parts have been omitted. 
I also have digressed in other instances from the sum- 
maries given in registers that possible misconceptions 
might be avoided. 

At this time it is only possible for me to consider, in 
a small degree, the real condition of the schools, as my 
connection with them has been but five weeks. However, 
Iam well pleased with the work that is being done in 
reading. ‘The teachers, especially those who have to do 
with primary work, are putting into practice modern 
ideas of how this art should be taught, and the results 
are unquestionable. 

There isa fundamental principle applicable to the 
teaching of numbers, though somewat difficult to be ac- 
quired. ‘The idea of number does not rise primarily from 
an.aggregation of units. Fora child to begin number 
work by counting 1, 2, 3, 4, etc., thence to the tables, is 
not working naturally. The savage hasn’t any need of 
numbers until he desires to trade, then he considers in a 
mass or heap. ‘That which he wishes to exchange, over 
against a certain amount of something his neighbor ‘pos- 
sesses. He doesn’t speak in terms of bushels or rods, 
but compares masses. Since the child is the epitome of 
the race, then it should begin its number work by pass- 
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ing judgment upon masses, or groups of objects. An il- 
lustration would be the drawing of two lines upon the 
black-board, requiring the child to pass judgment upon 
them in respect to their length. 

This principle has not been adopted into our methods 
of teaching numbers. But there is no reason why num- 
ber work may not be taken up on this basis. Opportu- 
nity being given, it will be an effort of mine to have the 
teachers incorporate this principle into their methods. 

If time is given, too, it will be my aim to adopt the 
‘‘Uniform Course of Study for the Schools of New Hamp- 
shire,” prepared by the Education Council and adopted 
by the New Hampshire State Teachers’ Association. 

In conclusion, permit me to gratefully acknowledge 
the encouragement and warm-hearted support of the 
teachers, and to commend their services, and to express 
to you my-appreciation of the pleasant conditions under 
which I have been privileged to work.
